opinion, at the moment, a formula 
has been found 
-which, like the 


Dawes plan itself, transfers to fu- 
ture generations the actual decision 
of the problem. 


President Hoover's willingness to 


cut down Ibe annual payments to 
the United States from Germany un- 
der the Dawes 'plan represents no 
reduction in indebtedness but spreads 
the total over a. longer period. This 
is unquestionably 
going to be ap 


proved by congress and means that 
the United States -will not be held 
up to criticism as having blocked a 
settlement of the reparations prob 
lem by an Uncompromising attitude. 


For several weeks the European 


powers who themselves have been 
willing: to make sacrifices haye won- 
dered at the supposed indifference 
of the United States to the process 
of cutting down annual 
payments. 


Mr. Hoover has taken the situation 
boldly in hand by asking approval in 
. advance from congressional leaders 
for a modification which in dollars 
represents tio cut but which in prin- 
ciple is of far-reaching, significance. 


NEW AGREEMENT 


It means that if the annual pay- 


ments can be spread 
'for Germany 


they can also be spread for France. 
And this is vital because the French 
debt to the United 
States for war 


supplies comes due during 1929 and 
it will be necessary 
to refund the 


debt and make an agreement over a 
lengthy period. It may conceivably 
mean the revision of the Mellon-Eer- 
enger agreement. Indeed, it is not 
impossible that the flexibility which 
President Hoover 
has indicated on 


behalf of the United States may lead 
to a general refinancing of all war 
debts and 
reparation 
payments,

Fears for her saf- 
ety resulted in a secret journey to 
Xew York from where she went by 
airplane with Colonel Lindbergh and 
members of the Morrow family to the 
Morrow summer home at North Hav- 
en, Me. 


Chief Driscoll 
said today that 


threats similar to that received by i 
Miss Morrow' had been received dur- 
ing the past two years by Mrs. Larz! 
Anderson, wife of the former diplo-1 
mat, with homes in Brookline and! 
Washington; Mrs. Charles Sumner j 
Bird of Walpole, prominent in Re- 
publican women's affairs, and Mrs. 
Curtis Guild, widow of fomer Gover- 
nor Guild. The first threat was re- 
ceived by Mrs. Anderson in 1927. 
The letter to Mrs. Bird came in 192S 
and that of Mrs. Guild in January 
of this year.

Belcher, staff physician of the Cleve- 
land clinic, succumbed to day to the 
effects of poisonous gas which fille'l 
the building after two explosions last 
Wednesday. 
He was the 125th vic- 


tim of the disaster. 


He was the seventh physician at 


the clinic to die of the fumes, gen- 
erated by burning x-ray films in a 
basement store room. 
He was a 


specialist in diseases of the bladder 
and was a leader in research in his 
field. 


Four others were in a critical 


condition from the noxious poison 
today. Henry W. Lustig, a patient 
in the clinic at the time of the ex- 
plosions, was not expected to live. 


The mystery of the fire was in- 


tensified today with the knowledge 
that more than twice as much film 
kept in other parts of the building 
failed to- ignite. 


The fire originated in a store- 


room. In a room above, according 
to Dr. B, H. Nichols, still more 
film was kept, and this 
was un- 


touched during the double explosions 
which rent the interior of the struc- 
ture and burned out the woodwork. 
Nichols made the statement to Cor- 
oner A. J. Pearse, investigating the 
disaster. 


He was unable to explain why this 


film remained intact, but said pieces 
of it had been ignited on many oc- 
casions through the accident and that 
poisoned gasses had been noticed. 


Dr. William E. Lower, a director 


of the clinic, identified the fumes as 
nitrogen dioxide. 
He, with 
Dr. 


George W. Crile, co-founders of the 
institution were to give their ver- 
sions of the calamity before Pearse 
today.

THE RAILROAD DECISION 
The decision of the United 
States 


supreme court in the railroad valuation 
controversv', known as the St. Louis 
and O^Fallon case, will be received 
with national disappointment. The de- 
cision ripsets the whole ^the,ory and 
practice of the Interstate-^ Commerce 
commission in the valuation of railway 
properties for rate making- purposes. 
The structure of this valuation has 
been built up at enormous^cost .and ef- 
fort and has been in use for many 
years. All of the existing rates on the 
thousands of miles of American rail- 
roads rest upon it. 


In a question of such magnitude and 


intricacy lay opinion manifestly is su- 
perficial. The question at Issue turned 
upon consideration by the Interstate 
Commerce commission of reproduc- 
tion cost in determining valuation. The 
supreme court holds that the commis- 
sion did not give due consideration to 
•this factor. The commission and at- 
torneys for the government insisted 
that it did. 
____

It is significant that the late Senator 


- La Follette field that the. commission's 


> total valuation of American, raihoads 


at approximately $19,000,000,000 was 
excessive, yet it is estimated that if 
the supreme court's mandate is fol- 
lowed literally it will mean an increase 
in valuation of more than half, or ap- 
proximately $11,000,000,000. It may, be 
a good thing for public tranquillity that 
Mr. La Follette is not here today.

eonsepvative sentiment will naturally 
support the majority opinion, but liber- 
al sentiment will be inclined to ap- 
prove the minority opinion. The lat- 
ter will take the view that the decision 
represents another conflict between 
vested interests and public rights, in 
which the public has suffered. In oth- 
er words, it bears evidence of a reac- 
tionary judgment. We have that opin- 
ion about it ourselves. Where great 
social and economic principles are at 
stake the supreme court has not al- 
yays been progressive and we do not 
think it has been in this case. 


If increases in passenger and freight 


rates were to be made in accordance 
with the authority of this decision liv- 
ing costs would immediately soar and 
the people would suffer a great hard- 
ship. Such rates would be excessive 
from any poifit of view. The balance 
sheet of few if any well conducted rail- 
way properties in the United States 
would justify such an increase. 
The 


question as to how far reproduction 
cost is to enter into the valuation of 
public utilities is oner that is bound to 
arouse controversy and- -difference of 
opinion. There cannot' be any liard and 
fast rules about it. 


To say that a public -utility can un- 


conditionally _ profit from capital ad- 
ditions that represent merely in- 
creased reproduction cost would'be in- 
defensible. Whenever replacements go 
Jnto the capital structure at higher 
costs they take care of this altered sit- 
uation to a large extent, and it AN ould 
be manifestly unfair and derogatory to 
public interests to say that money ac- 
tually aiuuued in the construction, op- 


, eration and maintenance of such prop- 
- erties should not constitute fundamen- 
, tally the basis of rate making. Differ- 
/ cnt rules must apply to public utilities 
^. :than to privately conducted enterprise. 
|,Economic laws and competition work 


the latter with greater freedom. 
The monopolistic character of pub- 


utilities, which m itself is a sub- 


jUtantial guarantee of profit, ought to

alue. Replacement cost has not been 
itogr.ther excluded in the processes of 
•ate making and in some instances of 
ate control .has predominated, but 
ren in the case of the railroads it has 


, 


been a factor. The public does not be- 
lieve that the prosperity of the railroads 
depends upon overthrowing settled 
rate making practices. It believes it de- 
pends upon adequate control of secur- 
,ity issues, competent and efficient op- 
eration and consolidation Avhich will 
eliminate waste and duplication. It will 
therefore, as we have said, be disposed 
in its sympathies toward the minority 
opinion in the St. Louis and O'Fallon 
test case. The decision is of such great 
importance that it probably will result 
in popular agitation for more specific 
legislation for rate making in accor- 
dance w ith the practices of the Inter- 
state Commerce commission.

Each nation 
has made concessions, Chile agreeing 
to return Tacna to Per'u^Avhile retain- 
ing Arica, and paying an indemnity. 
The terms of the agreement are of less

" fact ihat an . agreement has been 
reached. " It is noteAvorthy that the 
principals themselves made the settle-

tance. It remoA-es an actual and poten- 
tial"wa"r Ihazjrd in South America of 
nearly half a century.

Arica was comparable to that between 
Germany and France over Alsace- 
Loraine. South America has made re- 
markable progress in recent decades. 
It Avould have made even greater prog- 
ress had'k net bdeti necessary to live 
down,a reputation over along period 
of time of -revolutions, wars and un- 
stable government. European capital 
and enterprise Avent into South Amer- 
ica in the last century on a consider- 
able scale. They were responsible for 
most of the development. It Avas neces- 
sary, hoAvever, for the greater re- 
sources and more vigorous initiatiA'e 
of American -capital and brains to 
bring the maximum results to that 
' continent. Irraddition to language bar-

Grant was 
helped by the fact that he had been a Democrat 
until a short time before the nominating con- 
vention, when he auarreled over a minor "mat- 
ter with Democratic President Johnson. 


The closing of Grant's letter of acceptance, 


"Let us have peace," was a powerful vote-getter 
during his campaign. The country 
believed 


that he could bring harmony betwween the north 
and south. 


Grant carried 24 states, six of them in the 


South. Seymour, his Democratic opponent, car- 
ried eight states, two of them in the south. Three 
southern states did not vote because they had 
not been readmitted 
to the Union with full 
rights.

For many years, the green trading 


stamp and the coupon calling ior 
merchandise on collection of a cer- 
tain number 
ha\ e 
been used to 


stimulate reta-1 sales. Undoubtedly 
they had a marked appeal for a long 
time. They took 
the place of the 


additional offer made to clinch a 
bargain in the days, when barter 
was the main mf-thod of the acquisi- 
tion of goods 
They represented the 


advantages offered 'to boot," of what 
in the days of the tradins; w ith the 
Indians 
was called 
"lagmappe." 


There was a time when it was only 
necessary in order to stimulate sales 
in a particular brand of cigarettes, 
cigars or tabacco. for'the stores like 
Schultes and the United Cigar Stores 
to increase the number of coupons 
given with each pirrchase Appar- 
ently that appeal has lost some of 
its power. 


WILL SAVE THOUSANDS 


The abandonment of the sustem by 


the two big cigar store chains means 
the saving of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. It is estimated that the 
policy cost Schulte $700.000 a year 
and conservative retailers believe 
the cost to United Cigais is well 
over a million a year 


This mo\e comes at a time when 


the two big chains obviously aie 
anxious to strengthen their position 
in the retail field. Thej have been 
fighting the retail groceiy chains, 
which ha\e been selling cigaiettes 
of popular brands at a Jo\\ pi ice as 
an attraction to get customers into 
the stores, with consequent oppor- 
tunity to sell other products. The 
United and Schulte say these com- 
panies have been selling at less than 
the cigarettes cost to put out. Al- 
ready United lias started 
cutting 


prices of popular fifteen cent a pack- 
age brands in some sections, notably 
the Pacific coas>t. These c.garettes 
will now be sold all over by Schulte 
and United at two packages for a 
quarter. 


The price of cigars 
will be cut 


similarly. 
This move \\ill give the 


chain cigar stores another weapon 
with which to fight the giocery 
chains which use tobacco products 
as leaders rather than as profit mak- 
ers. The cigar chains are now in- 
trlucing luncheonettes soda foun- 
tains and a list of dh ersified pro- 
ducts so as to place themselves in 
this respect on a more equal bat,is 
with the groceries.

worth of chafing dish, corkscrew 01 
other premiums. There is no doubt 
as to the fact that consumption of 
cigarettes is growing. 
Sales gained 


nine percent in 1928 and have been 
mainlined at even higher than that 
rate in 1929 so far. New methods of 
advertising are reaching more cus- 
tomers at iess expense with special 
stress placed on newspaper advei - 
Using which has been most success- 
ful. 


Cigar sales have lagged far behind 


although the large producers have 
done well through savings incident 
to quantity machine production. 


The serious character of the battle 


may be judged by the fact that the 
grocery chain most concerned in the 
struggle for cigarette sales operates 
over 17,000 stores. The United Cigars 
has about 3,227 and Schulte 300.

a pet," 


said T. R. McCrath, secretary-treas- 
urer pf the association. "Rabbit meat 
is cleaner, higher in protein, more 
easily digested than most meat. Doc- 
tors prescribe it for invalids. Hospi- 
tals, sanatoriums and the United 
States government are the largest 
consumers of rabbit meaft: 


"The government has a large ex- 


periment station and cannery in Cal- 
ifornia, where thousands of 'rabbits 
are raised and canned annually for 
use in hospitals, on battle ships and 
in barracks. 


"Domestic rabbit meat is good the
